LIVING FOR THE FLAG. 


A BeutUal Example of Devotion 


From Our Wan ReconU. 


One of tbe most touching as well uu 


the most beautiful examples of dura 
tlon to the flag in tu Ly^ round lu the 
records of out civil war. The Six- 
teenth reeixnent of Connecticut volun- 
teer*--after three days of tlie hardest 
and bloodiest of fighting became con- 
vinced tbat defeat and capture by the 
enemy was imminent. The ranks were 
depleted, and to bold, out longer would 
only involve needlessly further sacri- 
fice of life. But even In their hour oC 
peril the zealous patriots thought more 
of the fate of their battle scarred flag 
than of their own. 
Just before tbt 


final assault on the breastworks the 
gallant colonel- shouted to bia men 
"Whatever yo» do, boys, don't give up 
our flag; save that at any price!" lu 
an Instant the flag was torn from its 
staff and cut aud torn Into hundreds 
of small fragments, each piece bei 
hidden about the person of some one ol 
Its bravo defenders. 


The survivors of the regiment, about 


COO In number, were sent to a prison 
camp, whore most of them remained 
until the end of the war, each cherish- 
ing his mite of the regimental colors. 
Through long months of Imprisonment 
many died, and In all such cases the 
scraps of bunting guarded by the poor 
unfortunates were Intrusted to the 
core of some surviving comrade. 


At the end of tho war when the pris- 


oners returned to their homes a meet- 
ing at the nurvlvors was held, and all 
the priceless fragments of the flag 
were sewed together. But a very few 
pieces had been lost, so that the re. 
stored emblem was made nearly com- 
plete. 


That flag, patched and tattered as It 


Is, forms one of the proudest posses- 
sions of Connecticut today and in pre- 
served In^the state capitol at Hartford, 
bearing mute testimony to the devo 
tlou of the brave men who were not 
alone ready and willing to die for it 
on the field of battle, but to live for it 
through long years of Imprisonment In 
order that they might bring it back 
whole to the state that gave it Into 
their hands to honor and defend.—St 
Nicholas

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NAIL CHARACTERISTICS. 


Ther Are"«m Aid In DUirnoaU of Oil- 
••••a and Trail*. 


It is said that the moon at the base 


of the nail Is simply an indication of 
good health and excellent circulation, 
while the white spots are always the 
accompaniment of an impaired nerv- 
ous system. The common idea that nn 
external application of vaseline will 
cure tbe white spots Is erroneous, and 
those afflicted with the little "story 
tellers" would far better turn their at- 
tention to securing perfect physical 
health In the assurance that the spots 
will disappear with Improved circula- 
tion. 


It Is not possible to create moons at 


the base of the nails. Frequently the 
moon is there, but through negligence 
it Is covered by skin, which without 
attention will grow upward over the 
base of the nail. 


It Is not generally understood that 


the shape and appearance of the flnger 
nails are carefully considered and form 
an Important factor in tbe diagnosis of 
disease. Long nails are said to indicate 
physical weakness and tendency to 
lung trouble, and tals tendency is ag- 
gravated where the nails are corrugat- 
ed and yet more aggravated If they 
curve from the top back to tbe finger 
and across. Where the nc-ils are long 
and bluish they Indicate bad circula- 
tion. 
This same type of nail, but 


shorter, denotes tendency to throat af- 
fection, bronchitis and tbe like. 


Short, small nails Indicate heart dis- 


ease. Where they are short, flat and 
sunken you may look for nervous dis- 
orders. The short nailed woman will 
criticise her friends and her foes, but 
she wlll'crltlclse herself with the same 
severity. She is apt to be sarcastic 
and sometimes so quick at repartee 
that she appears almost brutal. The 
best dramatic and literary critics pos- 
sess this type of nail.

Her father's consent Is asked by proxy, 
tbe deputy holdlrig a piece of furze 
daring the interview. 
The father 


usually offers an old woman, a young 
widow and a child before granting the 
request. 


On tbe wedding day a cowherd leads 


round the village an ox wagon laden 
with the wedding furniture 
On the 


top of this load two maidens are seat- 
ed, one spinning hemp and the other 
flax. 


The bride shows her fine breeding by 


making her frieuds drag her to church. 
On either side ot the altar burns a wax 
taper, and it is expected that which- 
ever of the two hi nearest to the least 
brilliant light will die first. 


The bride on leaving tbe church is 


presented with a distaff to remind her 
of her duties. 
Tripe, butter, buck- 


wheat bread and cider form the mar- 
riagwTeast, toward which each guest 
pays his portion. 


At nightfall, according to on ancient 


custom, the mother gives her daughter 
a handful of nuts. The happy pair are 
serenaded and are served with soup 
containing crusts threaded, together, in 
symbol of unity.

CHANGE THE SYSTEM. 


There it a growing demand for n radi- 


cal change in the methods of assessing 
real estate. Over in Montgomery county 
tbe subject is being agitated and it is 
high time that there should be some 
effective work started here that will tend 
to a complete revolution of the present 
loose manner ID which the very impor- 
tant work of making real estate valua- 
tion i* conducted. 


Under tbe'present system the assessor 


In each election district Is a law unto 
himself and as a result tbe inequalities 
ID msessed valuations are glaring traves- 
ties on Justice. The poor man with his 
$500 or $1000 property is usually assessed 
to ncnr the full valuation of the real es- 
tate while the man of wealth who is a 
large property owner in many instances 
will have an assessment of but a fraction 
of tho true valuation. Also, an assessor 
In ono township may make it a rule to as- 
sess to two-thirds of the valuation, while 
a similar official in an adjoining town 
•hip may adopt a one-third valuation as 
hu basis tor, assessments. We know of 
one instance where a resident of Colum- 
bia county was speaking of bis apparent 
high rite of assessment, which -we recall 
WM eight mills, bat a little questioning 
proved that the assessor only imposed a 
valuation of FIFTEEN PER GENT. 


Tim remedy for the evil will lay in tbe 


passage of a new law by the Legislature. 
The real estate assessor should be suc- 
ceeded by « board, of at least three men 
for a whole county, and the board in 
two appoint .Jepu'ies iu each election 
district. Have one standard throughout 
(B« county for making assessments and 
tbe board adjust any inequalities that 
may appear. 
' Thare have been plenty of reforms that 
have made a great deal more noise, /but 
there la none that will work a greater 
•moi'Ot ol good to tbe people aa a 
whole than a complete revision of tie 


' method! -of making real estate assess- 


ments.

Called Heat Apoplexy. .. 


What is called" "sunstroke," the ef- 


fect of great heat, should be "heat 
apoplexj'."

multitude to suppose^ that death from 
it is caused' through 
being struck 


down by exposure to a special ma 
levolency of the sun's rays. This is 
not so, for patients are with equal fre- 
quency found in houses and barracks 
and tents and at night as well as daj 
and, whether in sun or shade, are gen 
erally those whose health is debilitate! 
by dissipation, disease" and overfatigue 
and the evidences frorn all parts 01 
the world show that exposure to in 
tense sun rays is less to be feared in 
dry countries than in countries where 
the temperature is much lower, bu 
the atmosphere is moist, aud perspira 
tion is consequently retarded. 


People suffer more from a tempera 


ture of 87 degrees F. at Brussels than 
at 122 degrees F. at Cairo, owing to 
the moist air of the first and the ex 
treme dryness of the-air in the latte; 
.city. 


The Inhabitants of the eastern coast. 


of the United States hear with amaze 
ment of temperatures from 118 to 12J 
degrees F. being tolerated: in the dry 
regions of Arizona and South Coloradc 
without harm and that the ordinary 
-avocntlous of farm and factory are 
pursued without inconvenience. Thi 
is due to the cooling effect of rapic 
evaporation from ;the surface of th 
body, and. hence the sun's malignancy 
is-unknown.—London Mail.

;hrongb the canal tbe bulk of its coal, 
the earnings in freight would make it en- 
ormously profitable.

In their religions ceremonies. They 
also have, a ttadltion that the time will 
come when the dragon will return for 
the flre aud that no man will be able 
to withstand bifa and save the sacred 
spark except he be a person born with 
pink eyes, fair skin and white hair. 
For this reason the birth-.of an albino 
Is always hailed as a good omen and 
his or her person guarded with jealous 
care, so as to preserve life to Its ut- 
most limit.

Would you like to know how to man 


ufacturediamonds—real diamonds? Th 
process is somewhat difficult, requlrlnt 
time, patience and some outlay of moi 
ey, but then consider the possible re- 
sults! The diamond, we know, Is slm 
ply carbon In a transparent crystalline 
form. It comes of humble parentage 
and is brother to the lump of coal. 


Unlike easily crystaliizable bodies 


earben Is Insoluble in all ordinary solv 
ente but molten metals will comblni 
with it. Let the diamond maker choose 
Iron for a solvent for charcoal, meltlni 
It In an electric furnace, allowing It t< 
take up as much- carb'on as it can—In 
other words, saturate itself with car 
ton. The crucible containing the white 
hot metal should then be plunged Into t 
bath of molten lead. The result will be 
that globules of Iron will rise to the 
surface of the lead and are quickly 
cooled on the outer surface. Inside the 
hard crust the iron remains for some 
time in a molten condition, and as iron 
expands in solidifying the contents of 
these little globules receive a pressure 
unattainable by any other- means. 
When the lead becomes solidified some 
bullets of Iron will be found bound up 
In the mass. Dissolve with some pow- 
erful acid first the lead and then the 
Iron, and a residue of carbonaceous 
matter will be found to contain tiny 
crystals—real diamonds. Any chemist 
with a well equipped laboratory can 
make diamonds in this way, but th« 
largest of them will not be more than a 
fiftieth of an inch In diameter.
